As a rule, a bottle of this versatile 
sauce is within easy reach, for it’s 
doubtful if there’s a pantry shelf in 
all Canada without one. 

Our favourite ketchup recipe is 
called Shrimp Fiesta. A good on© to 
keep in mind for Lent, too.Buy 194 
pounds of green shrimp, fresh or fro¬ 
zen, cook it, clean it, then combine it 
in a skLllet with saute’ed onion, 2 cans 
condensed cream of mushroom oi 
cream of celery soup, undiluted, and 
V4 cup milk. Then pick up the flavour 
with the addition of 94 cup rich, thick 
tomato ketchup or chill sauce ami a 
generous dash of chili powder. Sim¬ 
mer for a brief 10 minutes and serve 
over toast. Here's the recipe for clip¬ 
ping. 

Shrimp Fiesta 
94 cup chopped onion 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
2 tins Condensed Cream of Mush¬ 
room or Cream of Celery Soup, 
undiluted 

94-1 teaspoon chili powder 
94 cup milk 

94 cup Tomato Ketchup or Chill 
Sauce 

94 pound cooked, cleaned shrimp 
(194 pounds green) 

Saute onion In butter until tender. 
Stir In remaining Ingredients. Sim¬ 
mer, stirring occasionally, for 10 min¬ 
utes. Serve over toast. Makes 5 • 6 
servings. 

Another temptingly different recipe 
Ls steaming, spicy Jambalayah. Each 
restaurant’s recipe for the dish var¬ 
ies, but here’s one we especially like: 

Jambalayah 

94 cups hot cooked rice (% -1 
cup uncooked) 

94 cup chopped celery 

94 cup chopped onion 

94 cup chopped green pepper 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

1 tin Condensed Cream of Tomato 

Soup, undiluted 

94 cup Tomato Ketchup 

1 tuplespoon Worcestershire Sauce 

94 teaspoon salt 

1 pound fresh or frozen shrimp, 
cooked and cleaned 

Cook rice in salted water until ten¬ 
der. Meanwhile saute celery, onion 
and green pepper in butter. When 
tender add soup and next 3 ingred¬ 
ients. Simmer, covered, for 5 minutes 
stirring occasionally. Add shrimp; 
simmer 5 minutes more. Serve over- 
hot rice. Makes 4 servings. 

MARQUIS SERVED ITS PURPOSE 
It was Marquis Wheat, developed 
by Charles Saundens of Ottawa, which 
opened the Canadian West and large 
areas elsewhere to grain growing near 
ly half a century ago, says The Finan¬ 
cial Post, but there are only a few 
pockets of this variety grown today. 

Marquis opened new wheat country 
but it took other varieties to keep it 
open. Chief weakness of Marquis was 
its susceptibility to rust which in bad 
years wiped out the crop. So improve¬ 
ments came along like Thacher, Sel¬ 
kirk and Saunders, some developed in 
Canada and some in the United States.
